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Good Roads. In The West 
The article peat in this col- 


umm last week dealing with the in- 
fluence and effect of good all-the- 


year roads upon school attendance, 
better schools and the development 
of rural high schools, concluded with 
a reference to what the l’rovince of 
Quebee is doing in good roads 
building and the markedly beneficial 
effect it is having on agriculture, in- 
dustry and education in that Prov- 
ince, and how enthusiastically the 
people there are in support of a con- 
tintance of a policy which is creating 
such an improvement in the life and 
prosperity of the Province. 

What is being accomplished in 
Quebec is not only of direct benefit 
to that Province, but indirectly it 
benefits Canada.as a whole, although, 
it must be admitted, the effect will 
not be very noticeable in these Wes- 
tern Provinces except that, insofar as 
Quebee advances, the whole Do- 
minion is advanced and benefitted by 
what has been regarded as our most 
backward Province coming in line 
with the other Provinces. The good 
roads program of Quebee is a sign 
of an awakened Province, and those 
roads will prove a most influential 
factor in making the Province still 
More progressive. : : 

The question is: Are the other 
Provinces of Canada, and more par- 
ticularly these Western Provinces, 
going to emulate Quebec's example 
in respect to good roads construc- 
tion? It can hardly be doubted but 
that they will, and the question then 
arises, low soon are they going to 
begin to create a system of hard- 
surfaced main highways? ‘Lhe fur- 
ther question presents itself: Is the 
present an opportune time for the in- 
auguration of such a policy? 

We submit that now 1s the accept- 
ed time, and we propose to give a few 
reasons for that. belief. 
minion Government has recently pro- 
vided a vote of $20,000,009 to be paid 
to the Provinces on a_ population 
basis, covering a period of five years, 
to be expended in highway construc- 
tion. By the terms of the grant the 
Provinces are required to spend an 
even larger stm in order to become 
entitled to the Dominion grant. That 
is to say, for every $100,000 supplied 
by the Dominion, the Provinces must 
put up $150,000, As the Dominion | 
agrees to furnish $20,000,00 within the| 
next five years, it means that the Pro-| 
vinces will have to furnish $30,000,000, ) 
thus providing a erand total of 
$50,000,000, or $10,000,0U0 a year to 
be spent on highway construction in 
Canada. Surely, therefore, now is 
the time above all others to embark 
On arprogram of construction of per- 
manent roads, and not mercly make- 
shift dirt roads, 

Of this $20,000,000 of Dominion 
money, the three Prairie Provinces 
will receive the following  amounts- 
Alberta, $1,478,000; Manitoba, $1,602,- 
000; Saskatchewan, $1,806,000, a to-

000—say, in round figures, $5,000,000. 
The Provinces will be required ‘to 
furnish an’ additional $7,500,000, thus 
providing an annual sum of $2,500,000 
for the next five years. If this money 
expended on permanent 
roads, Western Canada at the end of 
the five-year period will have some- 


ma | thing to show in good roads, and ‘we 
=H | Z 
Ai venture to predict that 


the advan- 
tages resulting from such highways 
will lead the people to insist that the 
good work be continued. 

~The next question that will present 
itself is: Can these Western Prov- 
inces finance their proportion of this 
program, and at the same time con- 
tinue to spend the large suns neces- 
gary in these new Provinces on what 
are pioneer roads and which must be 
built to enable farmers in remote dis- 
tricts to get to market, Let us- lake 
Saskatchewan as an example, and 
What is true of it is proportionately 
true of Manitoba and Alberta. 

In this present year of 1919 Sas- 
katchewan will derive a revenue from 
of upwards of 
$800,000. Saskatchewan's annual grant 
from the Dominion under the propos- 
ed new highways scheme will be 
$361,200 a year, which will call for a 
further provincial expenditure of 
$541,800. Saskatchewan can find this 
from its automobile license revertue 
and still have a quarter of a million 
dollars left over, And surely auto- 
mobile ‘license should be 
spent on roads, and good hard-sur- 
faced permanent roads at that, 

Furthermore, if our Western Pro- 
vincial Governments take over full 
responsibility for the building and 
maintenance of certain main roads in 
municipalities, and thus relieve the 
municipalities of all expenses in con- 
nection therewith, the municipalities 
{benefically affected thereby could, in 
turn, well afford to | the small 
grants of a few hu... ars they 
may now reecive from the Province. 
For every dollar they thus relin- 
quished they would receive several 
dollars back in the form of perman- 
ently constructed and  inaintained 
main roads. 

The largest number of antomobile 
owners in these Western Provinces 
are farmers, Hard-surfaced roads 
will extend the period of ‘time in the 
year that motor cars can be used, and 
will reduce the wear and {:ar on the 
same, thus increasing their value to 
the farmer. Their greater value and 
utility will lead to.a further jncrease 
in-the number of cars used, and, con- 
sequently, provide a still larger 
license revenue from which a consis- 
tent and ever larger program of 
good roads construction can be ear- 
ried on. : 

The moral of the situation would 
seem to be iluat every Western far- 
mer should become a goad 
booster, and should bring «1 possible 
levitiinate pressure to bear ames % 
Provincial Government to embark 
upon a well-planned, progressive 
policy for the construction of per- 
manent hard-surfaced main roads.

Pensioned Off By Govern- 
ment 


Feathered “veterans”. of H.M. 
Pigeon Services are being “demobil-

In a few cases old war-worn birds 
have been pensioned off by the Goy- 
ernment, and are now. living in peace 
and plenty. One of these is the 
pigeon which was shot through the 
eye while delivering a message. It 
recovered from the wound, and is 
now at Westgate, “on light duty.’” 

“The number of lives saved by 
pigeons during the war will never be 
known,” said an officer, “for, in ad- 
dition to the many pilots and obser- 
vers. who have been rescued from 
wrecked aimachines, as a result — of 
niessages faithfully delivered, — the 
birds: have been used to establish 
comluunication with troops who were 
surrounded by the enemy by drop- 
ping the birds from airplanes in’ bas-

Is Deported 


Was Rerested In Chicago Novem- 
ber 28, 1917, charged with pro- 
German Activities E 


New York. — Count Jas. Minotto;' 
son-in-law of Louis F. Swift, Chicago; 
packer, and Dr. Karl Muck, former. 
Icader of the Boston Symphony or- 
chestra, ‘both of whom were-interned 
during the war as cnemy aliens, sail- 
ed for Copenhagen on ,the Scandin- 
avian-American liner J'rederick VIII. 

Asserting he is an American and 
not a German and that he is sailing 
for Denmark, “a man without a flag 
or country,” Dr. Muck arrived at the 
pier only a short time before the hour 
of departure, Tle was accompanied 
by an operative of the department 
of justice, whose duty it was to see 
thatthe musician boarded thé liner. 


This done, the secret service agent 
warned Captain A. G. Thompson, 
commanding the vessel, to make sure 
Dr.cMuck did not leave it within the 
three-mile limit. .Then he took his 
station on the pier at.the gang-plank 
until the ship was warped out into 
the river. : 

On stepping aboard the Frederick’ 
VII, ~Dr. Muck denied his identity 
until a fellow passenger, with whom 
she was acquainted, threw his aris 
around:his neck and kissed him. 

‘Dr. Muck was in a bitter mood as 
he took his departure from the Jand 
in which he-had:been applauded. He 
Icft the United States, he declared; 
with no regrets, “as the’ country is 
being controlled by sentiment which 
closely -borders on anob rule.” 

He denounced ;bitterly newspapers 
which, he said, had attacked his 
Aincricanism-on a story, circulated 
by “jealous rivals” and praised “some 
big people in “the musical world, 
who stuck by me.” These, he said; 
were the only persons he cared about! 

The orchestra ‘which once he had 
led was a “thing of the past,” he de- 
clared. Twenty-nine -German-born 
members had been interned,’ he said, 
and.he doubted if the group of mu- 
Sicians could ever again be brought 
together. :He said he did not know 
what plans he would make on arriv- 
ing in Denmark. 

According to officials of the depart- 
ment of justice, “Dr. Muck was 
brought here -from Fort Oglethorpe 
“a day or-two ago.” Count Minotto 
was released January 26, 

The:count was arrested in Chicago 
November, 28, 1917, charged with 
pro-German activities,» which -he de: 
nied. ‘Held for investigation he was 
taken in charge by the department 
of justice on a presidential warrant: 
May 14, 1918. A few days later he 
was adjudged an enemy alicn and in- 
terned, an appeal later being dizmis- 
sed, : .

Manitoba Crops 


All Cut Except Small Percentage of 
Later Fields . 

In.a summary.of harvest conditions 
at the end of August, the Manitoba 
Department of Agriculture states that 
all the crop was cut except a small 
percentage of, the later. fields,,most of 
these jlater crops being imtended for 
feeding purposes; also a big swath 
of the threshing was done. It is safe 
to say’that the work is a full. month 
gbead as compared with some years, 
and at least two or three weeks ahead 
‘of the average. 

A great many correspondgnts as 
licye that the heat did more harm to 
the crops than was wrought by , the 
rust; this is more truce, of the western 
than of the eastern side of the prov- 
ince. , 

The average of all. the estimates as 
to yiclds reported™ below is as fol- 
lows: Wheat’ a little over 15 bushels} 
oats: about 38 bushels, barley 23’bush- 
els. Wheat grades geticrally will not 
be high..Perhaps \. thes most disap- 
pointing crop all ‘round js late bar- 
ley. Reports as to potatoes vary a 
great deal, but are mot gencrally 
above the aycrage. In the .castern 
side of the province some correspon- 
dents report plenty of hay and straw 
to spare, while there will not be quite 
enough for the stock on hand in the 
southwestern corner of the province. 
s Fodder corn has been a great suc- 
cess this year, and garden crops have 
been good. The correspondent at 
Bowsman River in the Swan River 
Valley reports that lots of. tomatocs 
have ripened on the vines, and no- 
where in Manitoba, apparently, has 
there been any frost. 


The Peace River Country 


The Possibilities Of Development In 
The Northland 

The Peace River country has an 
enormous crop for a.territory still 
in the pioneer stage. It secms cer- 
tain that it will go between. scven and 
cight million bushels at Icast. It will 
have six thousand, head. of cattle to 
market at the lowest calculation. 
The trip from which several ,Edmon- 
ton business men are now returning 
has. dispelled any doubts that any of 
them may have had as to. the. possi- 
bilitics of development in the north 
land. The country has made good, 
and the cultivators of the land have 
made good. One thing only which is 
holding it back is the absence of pro- 
per transportation facilities. The 
railway service ‘is totally inadequate. 
It_ is to be feared. that the farmer, 
having raised a good crop, has scrious 
disappointment in. store in the mark- 
cting of it. With the railroad lines: 
in their present shape, it is hard to 
see how anything like , satisfactory 
service can be given, but the very 
best must be. made of existing con- 
ditions during the present shipping’ 
season, and before another season ar- 
rives a permanent improvement must 
be effected—Edmonton Journal,

innumerable engincers. Again and 
again success has been rroclaimed 
for one system or another whereby 


afcoal could be profitably transformed 


into gas, oils, spirits and a multitude 
of by-products, leaving as residue a 
fuel which would .burn brightly and 
smokelessly in the. open grate. The 
problem is, however, so far unsolved 
that the British Government have 
subsidised experimental research on a 
large scale, as part of their endeavor 
to promote coal conservation. In ad- - 
dition, several of the leaders of Brit- 
ish industry have: combined to tackle 
the problem in a thoroughly busin- 
ess-likesway. After making a careful 
study of the various existing proccs- 
ses and-the causes—of failure or par- 
tial success, they decided upon the 
most promising line of progress and 
erected a plant large cnough to scet- 
tle the commercial as well as the en- 
ginecring questions involved. At 
this plant over 2,000 tons of coal of 
different qualities have been treated 
with excellent results, and there is a - 
fair prospect of securing the. co-oper- 
ation of large gas companics in apply- 
ng the results under every-day con- 
ditions. So many . factors are in- 
volved—such as:the varying charac- 
teristics of coal and the fluctuations 
in the market of-by-products—that a 
fresh solution must be worked out 
for almost every district. ~- y 
Nevertheless we are spon likely to 
see this British enterprise, in which 
many thousands of pounds have been. 
sunk on: the sporting chance of suc- 
cess, lead to gas companies , offering 
the public smokcless fuel as well as 
gas, and acting as “qanulackurers: of 
spirit and many other sub- 
stances for which there is an urgent . 
demand,

Fish Meal Should Be Used in Small 
Quantity 


The Wisconsin, Experiment. Station, 
Madison, Wisconsin, recently con- 
ducted sone, pig; feeding experiments . 
in, which. fish meal was fed_in ,corn- 
parison with tankage and other pro- 
tein feeds. — The lot fed fish meal 
gave.the largest gains in both ‘trials. 
Fish meal, Jike tankage which is 
made from _meat scraps, is a high 
protein feed and should be used in 
a relatively small quantity as a,sup- 
plement.to such starchy feeds as corn 
and barley, Fish meal, should form 
from, seven to twelve per cent. of the 
grain ration, by weight, depending up- 
onthe age of the piss, younger pigs 
necding the largest proportion of 
protein feed. 

Fish meal is more valuable tor, pigs 
than for any other class of farm ani- 
mals, although it has been fed with | 
fair success to dairy cows. Investi-~ 
gations made in Europe show that 
80, pounds of dried herring cake will 
take the place of 100 pounds of Jin- 
seed oilmeal for cows. Tankage lS. 
worth at fhe present time $105. per 
ton asa feed for hogs. The results 
of the. Wisconsin experiments would 
indicate that dried fish meal will have 


‘at least.an equal value for hogs.

An ad- 
yance is to be made to the farmer 
of the following minimum prices for 
his wheat an delivery. These prices 
are based on prices Of grain in store 
in Fort Willian: or Port Arthur, and 
the difference between these and any 
higher prices that may subsequently 
be obtained will be remitted to the 
farmer when the wheat is sold, as ex- 
jplained below.

Southampton recently on her last trip 
prior to being overhauled and recon- 
ditioned for peace service, It was in 
the first days= of August,~1914; that 
the Aquitania was taken over by the 
government. ~ Subsequently she was 
fitted out as an Admiralty transport 
and myge several voyages to the Dar- 
danelles, carrying -in. all some 80,000 
troops, but it was as a hospital ship 
that she performed her most valuable 
work. During the critical days of the 
spring of last year she was speedily 
refitted as a transport, and in nine 
trips crossed the Atlantic, carrying 
over 60,000 American troops to Eu- 
rope.

The London Observer says 
editorially: Even Londoners, with’ 
memories still fresh of their own 
moving demonstrations * of affection 
towards ‘their sovereign | and - his 
house, must be stirred: by the won- 
derful greeting which Canada is giv- 
ing to the Prince of Wales. What 
does it all mean, this enthusiasm? 
What sort ‘of asset is it for our im- 
perial future? First and foremost it 
is ‘a tribute to the qualities of the 
Prince himself, to his happy blend 
of freshness and earnestness, his sim- 
plicity and sincerity: He had been 
an undergraduate among undergrad- 
uates; he became a soldicr’ among 
soldiers, Today he~ is a Canadian 
among Canadians, In all the phases 
of his varied life he las displayed tise 
royal gifts of simplicity and insight, 
and by them had won hearts. 

“He has done it all so casily and 
naturally that it is hard to appreciate 
the real difficulty of his achievement. 
But let us bear in mind that this 
young inan, who-is daily adding to 
the ties of personal comradeship 
which already bind him -to millions, 
is heir to the most exalted position 
in the world. A man with stich a 
future awaiting him must find it hard 
not to become a remote, inaccessible 
being, obscured by the glitter and 
parade of ceremonial. Yet our 


Prince knows how to make all he}- 


does warm and spontancous. 

“His days in Canada have been 
few, and his daily official engagements 
numerous, but in those few days he 
has triumphed over formal programs 
and. given Canada an impression of 
him that is entirely personal and in- 
timate.” ne : 
The following editorial appears in 
the London Weekly Dispatch: “The 
success of the Prince of Wales’ Can- 
adian tour has surpassed: anticipa- 
tions. At home His Royal Highness 
in a few months established himself 
as a general favorite. Without ef- 
fort he gained a reputation for say- 
ing the right word and doing the 
tight thing, This peculiar felicity 
has not deserted him on the other 
side of the Atlantic.

German Traders 


Sheffield Trade Has Nothing to Fear 
From German Competition 


‘Recent commercial pilgrimages to 
Germany from the United Kingdom 
have been unproductive of valuable 
information. The. visit: of the .Shef- 
field cutlery manufacturers to Ger- 
many, however,. has convinced these 
gentlemen that home manufacturers 
can quite hold their own in the mar- 
kets of the world. They. have seen a 
good deal which may be helpful to 
them, and they are making. a report 
to the British Government on _ this 
subject, but the general opinion held} 
by the whole of the deputation is that! 
if Sheffield will only maintain its 
high quality, and provided that the 
workmen will co-operate in increas- 
ing the output, the trade has nothing 
to fear from German competition. 

The visit of paper manufacturers 
was cqually interesting. Joseph 
Dixon, one of the largest manufac- 
turers in the kingdom, docs not hesi- 
tate to say that he and his colleagues 
learned very little in Germany. They 
say one or two tricks are resorted to 
at the German mills, including one 
from which-it was possible to make 
common paper appear very much like 
high quality product, but Mr. Dixon 
thinks it is very unlikely that the 
British manufacturers will resort , to 
‘these mefhods, and he holds the view 
that with better ~ relations between 
workmen and manufacturers, England 
can well maintain its position in the 
paper-making industry. 


Ships And Lightning 


Practically All Vessels Provided 
With Lightning Conductors 


The fate of Airship N.S.-11, also 
of the schooner Meridian, which were 
both struck by lightning, set on fire 
and destroyed, is a very rare one. 

Practically all vessels are provided 
with lightning conductors in ~one 
form ‘or another, and while there is 
neyer a day in the year in which 
ships are not sailing or steaming 
through thunderstorms, there are 
very few records indeed of vessels 
being struck or—even if struck—of 
serious damage being\ done,

I know all bar rooms arc. legally 
closed against the sale of intoxicants 
and the vicious treating custom. But 
it is only supposition. Go into any 
bar room and you will see men drink- 
ing half strength beer and tempting 
one another to drink. While you do 
not sce men beastly drunk as before, 
yet many are distinctly: fuddled. 
When ‘a man comes in during cold 
weather and drinks four glasses of 
this beer in quick succession you 
know it is not because he is thirsty, 
but for its alcoholic effect. 
This beer which is supposed to be 
non-intoxicating is as strong as Eng- 
lish small beer, which is only 134 per 
cent. Judge Steeves, of Moncton, 
N.B., recently gave his decision that 
beer much weaker than our temper- 
ance beer is intoxicating. The “stag- 
ger test” and the “silly talk test” are 
no good, because many men can be 
very drunk, especially on beer, and 
not show it. Men who are never 
known to be drunk have died of some 
alcoholic disease, and men who have 
never -been known to’ be drunk du- 
ing their lives have left behind in 
their familics many consumptives, 
drunkards and nervous weaklings, 
rilined for life. 2 
But why kecp up the temptation at 
all? Several states of the. Union will 
not permit anything containing the 
smallest quantity of alcohol to be 
sold in public bar rooms, and at least 
three states will not allow even an 
imitation beer to be sold to tempt 
men and remind them of their drink- 
ing days, There must be a reason.

other ancient city as important as 
Pompeii. Once upon a time the spot’ 
was a Greek colony, with the ciyiliza- 
tion of Greece transplanted to the 
soil of Africa, The work has been 
carried on during the war under the 
supervision of Prof, Lucio Mariani, 
director of the archaeological services 
of the Ministry of the Colonies, and 
the prediction is. now made that the 
newly discovered city will cyentually 
prove actually richer than Pompeii in 
its evidences of a-past civilization. 
Here have been found alrcady ‘statues 
of the Graces,'a Hermes, an Eros, an 
Alexander the Great, and most im-', 
pressive of all, the Aphrodite of 
Cyrene, which is said by certain con- 
noisscurs to be a fair rival in beauty’ 
to the Venus of Milo and the Venus 
of Cnidus. The discoverics have ex- 
tended over a good many years, It 
may be added, however, as an illus- 
tration of the modified joys of archac- 
ology, and the introduction of a new 
mystery into the history of 4rt, that - 
the Aphrodite of Cyrene lacks both 
head and arms, The world may won- 
der what she. looked like aswell as 
what she was supposed to be doing.

War Forecasts 


New Zealand Officer Describes Them 
As Marvelously Accurate 


Wellington, New. Zcaland. — New 
Zealand's. brilliant soldier, Brigadier- 
General Richardson, amazed ° the 
members of the New Zealand Club 
recently when he déscribed how mar- 
velously accurate were the British 
forecasts in 1912 of the world-war. 

General Richardson attended secret 
and confidential lectures given to of- 
ficers attending the British staff 
college. They were told that as 
soon as the Kiel Canal had been 
deepened Germany would find some 
pretext for war with France, prob- 
ably in the autumn of 1914 or in the 
early spring of 1915. The French 
army would fall back, also the Brit- 
ish army if it was in France, and 
Paris might be captured by the Ger- 
mans, but the fall of the capital would 
not end the war. If Britain were to 
maintain an army of 1,000,000 men 
conscription would be necessary,, 

The lecturer also stated that. the 
German fleet would not seek a deci- 
sive combat with the British until it 
had thinned down the British fleet 
by mines and submarines. Germany 
hoped to sink one British ship a week 
by these agencies, and then to strike, 
say in 12 months from the declaration 
of war. e 


Napoleon Was Offered 
An Air Service 


Campenas Drew Up Plans of Airship 
to Accommodate 200 Persons 
The great. progress made in avia- 
tion during the last few years recalls 
the fact that as long ago as in 1796 
a Frenchman named Campenas drew 
up plans, which he laid before Na- 
poleon, for the-making of an aerial 
ship to accommodate 200 persons, 
and which he claimed could be di- 
rected to any point of the compass, 
The inventor's letter deserves re- 
production: “I myself will be your 
pilot. You can thus without any dan- 
ger hover above the fleets of enemics 
jealous of our happiness, and thunder 
against them like a new Jupiter, 
merely by throwing’ perpendicular 
downwards fircbrands made of a sub- 
stance which will kindle only by the 
contact. and percussion at the end of 
its fall, but which will be impossible 
to extinguish. Or, perhaps, you wili 
think it more prudent. to ‘begin ‘at 
once by forcing the British Cabinet 
to capitulate, which you may easily 
do as you have it your power to set 
fire.to the city of London; or to any 
of the maritime towns- of England.” 
Campenas assured Napoleon his air- 
ship could travel from Paris to Lon- 
don, destroy the place, and return 
to Paris within twenty-four hours, 
-Napoleon refused’ to countenance 
the scheme, however. ‘And it is in- 
teresting to note in this regard, that 
in the early days of the war acro- 
planes .were used; both by the allies 
and the cnemy, solely for scouting 
purposes, and pilots of both sides ex- 
changed greetings when they pusseu 
each other. It was not until a Ger- 
man pilot shot at a British that each 
side took to arming their own craft, 
and battles in the air became inevit- 


able. 


Rumanians Requisitioned 71,420 Pairs 
From Asylum in Budapest 

Paris—Acvice of farther sequisi- 
tioning'‘in Hungary by the Rumanian 
troops of occupation were received 
by the supreme council of the peace 
conference, On September 10 the 
reports stated the Rumanians requis- 
itioned 71,420 pairs of shoes from the 
orphan asylum in Budapest. Of these 
the great bulk were shipped to Ru- 
mania, only 8,000 pairs being left in 
the orphanage. The orphanage so- 
cicty expressed the fear that these 
also would be taken under the guise 
of military requisitions, Icaving the 
orphans. shocless for the winter. 
Many other cases of alleged looting 
were reported to the supreme coun- 
cil, =

Stamping Out Profiteers 


British Government Classes Profiteers 
With Rats and Other 
Vermin 


London.—Charles McCurdy, parlia- 
mentary secretary to the Food Min- 
ister, declared that the government 
classes profiteers with rats and other 
vermin, and is determined to stamp 
them out. Mr. McCurdy was speak- 
ing at the opening day of the admin- 
istration of the new Profitecring Act 
and alluded to the new Canadian 
statute dealing with a similar evil.

Board Asking Successtul Farmers to 
Take on Apprentices 


The Soldicr Settlement Board of 
Canada is making wan apfieal to suc- 
cessful farmers throughout the coun- 
try to assist in the training of sol- 
dier. settlers, ~One of fle principles 
of the Board’s policy: is to settle 
only those returned soldiers who are 
capable of making a good living out 
of the sgil. Jt very carefully scrut- 
inizes USM qualifications of all appli- 
cants; and of: the thirty thousand or 
more who have applied for the priv- 
ileges of the act, a considerable num- 
ber have been found to be lacking 
only in experience. They seem to be 
suitable inen in every other Way for 
agricultural work. JThe Board has 
adopted a system. of training, which 
is this: “In some ‘districts training 
centres have been established, where 


* returned soldiers are able to secure a 


knowledge. of, the fundamentals of 
farming, but, after that brief train- 
ing, there is the need of :these sol- 
diers gaining further- 
the districts in which they proposed 
to locate permanently, and the Board 
is asking successful farmers to take 
on one or more soldier settlers’ as ap- 
prentices for a year’s training, 

The Board pays allowances for the 
subsistence on the dependents of 
these soldiers, but it expects that the 
men will be paid adequately for the 
work they do, 

This ought to appeal to our large- 
hearted and prosperous farmers, The 
Soldicr Settlement Board ds not go- 
ing to place its apprentices with men 
who have not been successful; but it 
does think that men of experience 
should be willing, and will be willing, 
to share. that experience with the 
boys who for four years or more pro: 
tected t@B@interests of Canada and 
the Empire overseas, 

This is a reasonable request, and 
one that. should meet with hearty re- 
sponse.

Period cof “History Which Has Just 
Come to a Close 


The Hague, Holland—The London 
correspondent of the Handelsblad de-}& 
votes an interesting article to a pe- 
riod of Dutch history in England 
which has, just*come to a close. Ht 
writes that on July 13 Dr. Baart de 
la Faille, pastor of the Dutch Reform- 
ed Church, conducted the last Dutch 
service at Norwich, which had for 
centuries past been a feature of the 
life of the city. 

For centuries commercial relations 
had existed between Holland and 
England, which were officially ratified 
in 1495) by King Henry VIL and 
Philip of -Austria and Burgundy. 
These relations were even strength- 
ened in the first half of the sixteenth 
century, when a numberof weavers 
and other mechanics crossed from 
the low countries and settled in Lon- 
don,’ Sandwich, ‘Norwich and other 
places in the eastern part of Eng- 
land. The British -kings of those 
days encouraged these settlers, chief 
ainongst the privileges accorded them 
being absolute religious freedom. The 
foreigners were chiefly indebted ~to 
King Edward , Who) gave them 


charters to found churches, and it is. 


to him they owe their Austin Friars’ 
church building in London, which up 
to this day is the centre of the Dutch 
colony in the British capital. 

In Norwich numerous Dutch ~ and 
Walloon settlers had collected.in the 
course of time, and this parish was 
of such importance thatg at various 
times it boasted two pastors. 

When Queen ‘Elizabeth visited the 
city on August 19, 1587, she was ad- 
dressed in Latin by the: Rev. Herm- 
anus Molet, who presented the Queen 
with a silver memorial’ cup of 
value of $250, a very considerable 
sum in those days. 

But in the -course of centuries ‘the 
Dutch colony at Norwich — gradually 
lost its importance, The Dutch cither 
moved away, or their descendants 
joined the English Church. There has 
been no Dutch pastor for some time 
past, the pastor in. London officiating 
once a year at Norwich to keep up 
the tradition. Dr. Baart de la Faille, 
who underfook this annual pilgrimage 
after his arrival in London in 191], 
judged that it would be best to give 
up the custom altogether, and 
cently preached his last sermon.

A Lonely | Island 


How This Gane To Be Peopled Is 
a Story 
One of the loncliest parts of the 
British Empire is Pitcairn Island, 
whicli is.a mere rock but two square 
miles in areca, in niid-castern “Pacific 
Ocean, south of the Paumotu Arch-]\ 
ipelago,.and a hundred miles 
the nearest point of that, group. To 
the nearest mainland, South America, 
is roughly 3,000 miles, and to the 
Australian coast is rather more. 
How this island, even to this day 
off the track of regular traders, came 
to be peopled is a story. It was un- 
inhabited when first discovered in 
1767, but in 1790 it was taken posses- 
sion of by Fletcher Christian, who 
in the previous year had been leader 
of a mutiny on the Bounty, a British’ 
ship employed in carrying young 
bread-fruit trees from ‘Tahita to the 
West Indies. 
Christian had‘ with him cight Eng- 
lishmen, six Polynesian men, and 12 
Polynesian women. The Englishmen 
were fugitives from justicc, and their 
Ways were lawless; and the early 
years of the little community ~ were 
filled with treachery and debauchery. 
One by one the mutineers died until 
only John ‘Adams was left. Taking 
charge, Adams improved the condi- 
tions on the island and brought up 
the younger generation to a worthier 
life than that which their father had 
led. 
In 1850 the islanders sought a new 
home. The whole population, just un- 
der 200 in all, was’ taken to Norfolk 
Island; but the call of the old home 
was strong, and in 1858 two families 
returned, to be followed by a few 
others. And at the present time theré 
are about 170 folk on the island. Vis- 
ited only rarely by ships, they have 
escaped many of the vices of the 
modern world, atid they live a simple, 
idyllic life, which is ample atonement 
for the wild, bad ways: of their for- 
bears.

Buttermilk cheese is wholesome 
and nutritious, resembling cottage 
cheese in appearance, though of finer 
and smoother texturé. Condensed 
buttérmilk is used by packing houses 
as poultry and hog feed. Powdered 
buttermilk, when combined with the 
proper proportions of water, makes a 
good lactic drink. It may be used 
also to supplement sour milk in cook- 
ing and baking.—R. W. Terrell, South 
Dakota State College.

Evil Prussian Spirit Which Wrought 
Such Incalculable Damage 
Has Gone ° 


There are some indigations that the 

German people are at least beginning 
to see that the Prussian jpulicy of 
terrifying ‘the world by force has 
Proved to be both useless and fatal. 
This is the view taken in a special 
article to the New York Times by 
George Renwick, ont of the calmest 
and most judicial of the war corres- 
pondents. He has just been making 
a visit to Germany, and as a result is 
rather hopeful of conditions there. 
He says: 
» “T believe that a war of revenge— 
prepared before a watching world — 
is impossible. Germany is worn and 
half starved and can only carry her 
burdens if the reduced strength of 
her workmen is restored by supplies 
of food, and her trade and industries 
are set going again by financial cre- 
dits and raw materials~ It will be a 
long process, and at present Ger- 
many’s fate does really ‘hang in the 
balance.” 

Mr. Renwick believes that the truth 
about the war js gradually but thor- 
oughly getling into the minds of the 
German people.. He thinks that the 
new constitution of Germany is 
genuinely democratic, and that if 
given an opportunity to function it 
may accomplish much. He does not 


fear that the militaristic reaction- 
aries will succeed in again scizing 
the rcins of power, for, he says, 


“Germany is beaten and she knows 


it. The evil Prussian spirit which 
during neasly fifty years had leaven- 
ed Germany to her hurt, which 


wrought such incalculable damage to 
the whole world, which aroused a 
hatred and a justifiable anger not 
easily to be overcome—that spirit has 
gone. All investigators, I think, 
agree with me there.” 

It would perhaps be safer to say 
that the Prussian spirit, while not 
entirely gonc, has been greatly weak- 
ened, While the rest of the world 
should not in foolish optimisnt cease 
to be on guard to prevent any re- 
vival of Prussianism, it should as 
far as possible / encourage and sup- 
port those Germans who are strug- 
gling to develop a spirit of humanism 
and liberalism among their cquntry- 
men—New York Outlook.

Plenty of Rolling Stock to ‘Handle 
Their Movement 

Grain is being moved so expedi- 
tiously that, according to C.P.R. offi- 
cials, the greater part of the crop 
will be owt of the West before navi- 
gation closes making a new record 
for grain movement in Canada, As 
an example of ,the movement, figures 
from September 1 to 17 are given 
by the C.P.R. officials. This year in 
that period 6,563 carloads of grain 
were sent out of Manitoba over the 
C.P.R., compared with 2,296 for the 
same period last year. Officials stat- 
ed that thete was plenty of rolling 
stock to handle the movement, and 
that the terminals at Fort William 
and Port Arthur were prepared ta 
handle any increase in the rush that 
was possible.

Feasibility of Establishing Fast Mail 
Service Between Canadian and 
American Cities 


The possibilities of aerial devclop- 
ment are beyond those of all other 
means of communication and trans- 
portation now known to man. Dur- 
ing the international race, which had 
as its primary object proof as to the 
feasibility of establishing a fast mail 
service between several Canadian and 
American cities, Ictters and news- 
papers travelled from New York to 
Toronto or vice versa in a very few 
hours. What the ultimate establish- 
ment of a regular service of this. kind, 
which could be maintained with reas- 
onable certainty for several months 
in the year, would mean to the busi- 
ness interests of both communities is 
impossible of estimation at this time. 
In Britain, where the airplane is in 
steady use for commercial purposes, 
includiyg a passenger and mail 
schedule from London to [aris, the 
benefits of the air route have been 
proven beyond all possibility of dis- 
cussion. The'development there is 
continuing with a breadth of vision 
and a rapidity that show to what ex- 
tent the British people regard the 
importance of aerial leadership in 
every phase of its application to 
modern conditions. : 

The international contest, which 
has had its advertising value for 
Toronto, and Canada gencrally, as 
well as for the Canadian National 
Iexhibition, has rather emphasized 
the reliability of the airplane as well 
as its adaptability for the services of 
peace.—From the Toronto Globe.

What Is the True Relatian of Cost} 


of Revenue in Government 


Operation’ of Roads 


There is in Canada current opinion 
that it costs the Government $1.03 to 
get $1 gross revenue from the rail- 
roads which have been emancipated 
from the capitalistic class, A deficit 
of $50,000,000 in 1919 is the forecast. 
This straightway gives rise to con- 
jecture as to what the true relation 
of cost and revenue would be if some 
courageous administration. reached 
down to the bottom of our Govern- 
ment operation of the roads. 


Thanks in part to the peculiaritics 
of the Canadian situation, the private 
'Grand ‘Trunk and Canadian: Pacific 
have contributed nobly to the Gov- 
ernment’s experiment in railroad op- 
eration, This and other tauses have 
steadily lifted the percentage of cost 
to gross revenue, Today it is 89 per 
cent. for the Grand Trunk and 81 per 
cent. for the Canadian Pacific. The 
percentage thus actually discloses the 
shocking scandal of surplus, rather 
than the uplifting inspiration of de- 
ficit. 


Monthly statements, duly audited 
and certified, show Canadian Pacific 
and Grand Trunk can still operate on 
their own motive power, The exact 
status of the government roads is not 
so clearly revealed. Why it is not is 
a matter of conjecture, friendiy, in- 
vidiotts or neutral, as may be. Some 
irreconcilables want to know how 
they are to reach a conclusive audit 
of CanadiansNorthern, making a true 
capital investment basis for figures. 
Others say there is an operating de- 
ficit of more than three per cent. 

What if it be so that the more 
wheels turn round and the faster they 
go, the more Moncy they lose. If. it 
costs 3 cents net loss to take in a 
dollar, isn't the taxpayer there to pay 
it? And doesn’t the paltry 3 cents go 
at once back into circulation? “As 
long as he has a dollar Ieft to burn, 
why  shouldn’t the taxpayer writhe 
and turn?”

Washington.—The British Mmbas- 
sy has informed the state department 
that owing to the railroad strike in 
England, the supply of bunker coal at 
Gibraltar, Malta, Egypt, Sicrra Leone 
and British coaling stations in the 
Atlantic probably will be restricted 
for the present to outward bound 
British vessels. 

Closing of some of the principal 
ports of the United Kingdom, also 
probably will be necessary during the 
strike, it was said, in order to pre- 
vent congestion, while an order hold- 
ing all British vessels bound for the 
British Isles cither in the leading 
ports or at a port of call, was said to 
be imminent.
